The authorities are expecting fully 
000 visitors in Melbourne during ‘* Ameri- 
can Week.” As this city and its suburbs 
have a population of above 500,000, It may | 
be expected that the streets of the 
will be thronged to their fullest capacity. 
Hotels and boarding houses are preparing 
to entertain their ov erflow guests at pri- 
vate houses. 

The public entertainment of the Ameri- 
cans will be a more extensive scale 
than has ever been known here. The 
State Government alone expects to spend 
about $50,000 in entertainments, not to 
mention the expenses of the Federal Gov- 
ernment and the municipality composing 
‘Greater Melbourne.” 

The illuminations will be upon an un- 
usually splendid scale. The Parliament 
House, the General Post Office, the vari- 
ous Ministries, the Town Hall, and many 
other public buildings will be lavishly 
illuminated. The words ‘ Australia Wel- 
comes America’”’ will be blazoned from 
many of them in colored electric lights. 
One novel feature planned for the day of 
the public procession is the dressing and 
grouping of many schoolgiris in such a 
way as to represent the Union Jack and 
the American and Australian flags.

NO CUT IN MEAT PRICES HERE. 


Quotations Expected to Stay Up De- 
spite Reported Slump In the West. 


The wholesale and retail, meat dealers 
of this city were much interested yester- 
day. in the rumors from Omaha of a 
prospective slump in the prices of all 
kinds of meats, but none of them was 
quite able to account forthe statement 
that such a thing was likely to take place, 
According to dispatches received from the 
great packing industry of the Central 
west on Thursday the price of lamb, 
mutton, beef, and pork has been grad- 
ually sliding downward for .the last few 
weeks, until it has reached a level from 
3 to 10 cents per pound lower than that 
of two months ago. No such situation 
has been experienced in New York, how- 
ever, and the New York meat men were 
unable yesterday to understand what is 
happening out in Omaha. 

. The Vice President and General Man- 
ager of one of the largest wholesale meat 
establishments in the East said, when 
asked about the matter: “The whole 
thing is impossible. We have experienced 
no such fail in price, and can gee noth- 
ing of the kind ahead of us. It seems to 
the entire matter must be all 
although {ft may be that 
that have not been felt here. ‘ 

“Tt is natural that at just this time of 
year we should have a falling off in the 
price of the lower grades of beef. This 
is the season when the cheaper grades of 
cattle are brought to market, and they 
bring down the price. Every year when 
the grass-fed, range cattle are brought 
off the prairies into the slaughter houses 
we have a cut in the price of cheap beef. 


| The high-grade beef is never affected, 


however, by this, and has not and_ will 
not be affected this year any more than 
jlast. And the Influx of range cattle has 
|not lowered the price of cheap beef any 
| more this Fall than it did ‘last. This part 
lof the rumor seems to me to be very 
ordinary, for it is something that we ex- 
| perience. every. year. 

“Probably about 85 per cent. of the 
beef now on the market {is supplied from 
this stock, and this will accoufit for the 
{impression that general prices are falling. 
This will not be particularly interesting 
to New York, however, where the higher 
grades of beef form the principal output 
of the markets, This beef is just as high 
this Fall as it was last, and, although 
it will go a little higher before the supply 
of high-grade beef commences to come in 
in the Winter months, the rise and fall 
will not be unusual, 

“All this cannot affect mutton, Iamb, 
and pork, however. In all these com- 
moditieg there {s always a slight fluctua- 
titon every month, particularly in the lat- 
ter part of it, but what is going on this 
Fall is nothing that the New York mar- 
ket has not experienced for many years. 
For the last few weeks pork, for instance, 
has been ‘down.’ The receipts this month 
have been very light, however, and now 


it is up again. This will last until the 
influx into the market of the hogs comes 
back to normal, which must take place in 
a short time. 

‘‘It would be most interesting to learn 
if certain conditions are operating in 
Omaha to drive down prices that we do 
10t feel here, for, as every one knows, a 
large part of the fresh meats of the New 
York market are received from the West.”

automobile on Feb. 23. Tyson's counsel, | 
Charles Ridgeway, has promised to pro- | 
duce him in General, Sessions for plead- | 
ing on Wednesday. It was through the | 
members of the yacht club that Tyson | 
was apprehended. 

Young Tyson is well known in automo- 
bile and sporting circles. The Isotta car | 
entered by him won the Briarcliff race} 
last Spring. He is reputed a reckless | 
driver. He is at present in Massachusetts, 
his attorney says, an dthe District At- | 
torney, who has co-operated with the 
members of the Columbia Yacht Club in 
trying to capture him, had made every | 
arrangement to have him extradited when 
his lawyer announced he would surrender 
himself on Wednesday. 

Olaff Gonderson, whose good nature and | 
kindness had endeared him to all the 
members of the Columbia Yacht Club, 
was crossing Amsterdam Avenue at 2:30 
A. M. on Feb. 23 when an automobile | 
came down the avenue atethe rate of 
fifty miles an hour, struck him, and} 
passed over his body.

WATER. 

Good, pure water, I hear say, 
and I will agree with you that there is 
nothing more refreshing than a cool 
draught of aqua pura, but where and 
how is it to be obtained? ‘‘ The Old 
Oaken Bucket,” of which so many 
thousands have sung, is beyond the 
reach of those who live in cities, and 
the water with which people in most 
large cities are compelled to cool their 
parched tongues is laden with typhoid 
and other death-dealing germs, while 
the ice that is put into it is often 
worse, Besides, while water affords 
a pleasant means of alimentary grati- 
fication, it does not supply bone and 
blood and tissue. “He that getteth 
a good wife getteth a good thing,” said 
Solomon of old. He that gets good 
water also gets a most excellent com- 
modity, but both are equally hard to 
find.

MILK, 


Milk is suggested, but, to put ft 
mildly, the milk supply in all our 
larger cities is under suspicion. The 
Department of Health in New York 
has been wrestling with this problem 
for many years, but it seems to be 
little nearer to a satisfactory solution 
of the question than when it began. 
All the dairies were recently moved 
outside the city limits, but many of 
these have had to ,erect temporary 
structures, and in many cases the 
worst possibie sanitary conditions pre- 
vail. The enormous infant mortality, 
which was traceable directly to im- 
pure or adulterated milk, led philan- 
thropists like Nathan Straus to estab- 
lish depots throughout the city, where 
sterilized milk is sold to the poor at a 
small price; but this supply is totally 
inadequate to the demand. 


“SOFT DRINKS.” . 


Little, if anything, can be said fn 
favor of the various Summer drinks 
dispensed at soda fountains, &c. Many 
of these are manufactured under the 
most unsanitary conditions from de- 
cayed or unripe fruits; others consist 
merely of bad water and cheap fruit 
juices, together with a little carbonic 
acid gas, while still others contain in- 
gredients which are positively harm- 
ful and stultifying in their effects 
upon the minds of those who become 
addicted to their use. One such bever- 
age which has attained an enormous 
vogue all over the United States, con- 
tains 3.4 per cent. of caffeine and 5.7 
per cent. of theobromine, a combination 
which ‘any physician will tell you is 
sufficient to wreck the nervous 
tem of any one who will drink it regu- 
larly; and, unfortunately, thousands of 
people drink it as freely as water. A 
number of other bottled ‘‘ soft drinks ”’ 
contain large quantities of cocaine, an 
insidious and powerful drug whose 
victims usually find their way to the 
madhouse. 

The following appeared in The Bos- 
ton Transcript early in August: 

An investigation made by the State 
3oard of Health in New Hampshire 
is interesting in that !t concerns very 
closely the “soft drinks’? that the 
Summer vacationists are likely to have 
served to them at hotels and country 
that State. About a dozen 
different kinds of bottled mixtures 
were taken by Inspectors at the dif- 
ferent stores and submitted to exami- 
nation. Most of them consist of highly 
colored chemicals with no fruit im them 
whatsoever. The bottlers label their 
wares ‘‘raspberry,’’ ‘‘ blood orange,’’ 
and the like, the only concession to the 
food laws being the statement in very 
small letters on the cap, that the 
product is “ artificial color and flavor.” 


A raspberry syrup made in Boston ts 


found to be preserved with salicylic 
acid, and contains coal-tar dye and 
artificial flavor; a ‘‘ concentrated ” 
lemonade from Boston is a weak lime 
juice containing 2 per cent, of citric 
acid, while a blood-orange tonic made 
in New Hampshire is a highly colored 


chemical imitation, and is declared by 


the State authorities to be misbranded, 


The ginger ale, fruit tonics, and sodas 
of this manufacturer are sweetened 
water with chemical tmitations of the 
fruit flavors. It is the belief of the 
State authorities that the inconspicu- 
ous labeling on the top, which seldom 
comes into the consurrer’s hand, is a 
violation of the laws, and they intend 


to take action against the manufactur- 


ers. They have set forth the facts 
plainly so that those who call for ton- 
ics In New Hampshire may be on their 
guard and ask to be shown the tin top 
of the bottle.

TEA AND COFFEE, 


People who recommend coffee and 
tea as substitutes for beer do not or 
will not know that these beverages 
not only have not the least nourish- 
ing value, but may cause grave in- 
juries to the nervous when 
drunk immoderately. Recent experi- 
ments have shown clearly that tea 
and coffee are not at all the harm- 
less beverages which they are 
lieved to be. In cases of nervous 
trouble the use of tea and coffee is 
positively forbidden medical 
thorities, while the moderate 
beer is not restricted. 

It is obvious, therefore, that the ideal 
Summer drink must be one which is 
manufactured under perfect sanitary 
conditions, the ingredients used in its 
manufacture must be absolutely pure, 
and it must be impossible of adultera- 
tion or detertoration between the time 
it leaves the manufacturer and the 
moment it reaches the consumer. It 
must combine enjoyment and useful- 
ness in a high degree. Tt must, of 
be palatable, refreshing, 
harmless, non-intoxicating, and, at the 
same time, sufficiently stimulating to 
dispel the lassitude which oppresses 
us during this enervating period.

BEER. 


In the competition for popular favor, 
beer has been selected by the public 
as its favorite beverage, both In Sum- 
mer and Winter. And although the 
public ray have been guided in mak- 
ing this selection by the knowledge 
that of all alcoholic beverages beer is 
the mildest, averaging only about 
three and one-half per cent. of 
cohol, it may not know that water, 
and sterilized water at that, com- 
prises more than 90 per cent. of all 
beer, while the rest of the ingredients 
consist of nutritious extract contained 
in no other beverage: and, further, it 
may be astonished to learn that an 
ample supply of pure potable water is 
the first essential of all good beer.

BEER, ASTRENGTH-GIVING FOOD, 


Beer has always been regarded not 
only as a popular beverage, but as a 
strength-giving food. It has been ap- 
propriately named “ Hquid bread.” 

One quart of beer contains 1-10 to 
1-5 pound of dry substances, consist- 
ing of: 

1. Albumen, 46 to 124 grains. 

2. Nutritious salts, especially the all- 
important phosphates, 

3. Extract of malt, which constt- 
tutes the greater part of the dry sub- 
stances. It is a powerful aid in the 
digestion of starchy foods, and as a 
nutriment and a tonic for the sick, 
infirm, convalescent, and feeble, it ig 
universally prescribed by physicians, 
with invariably good results. 


FAMOUS SCIENTISTS COMMEND Ir. 


A given quantity of nutriment can 
be obtained more economically from 
bread than from beer; but it must not 
be overlooked that albumen can bs 
supplied in different ways and at dif- 
ferent costs. A rump steak will con- 
tain as much nourishment as the 
juiclest tenderloin; and a neck piece 
as much as the most savory roast, 
Cultured people, however, are not sat- 
isfied with being merely “ nourished ” 
—the palatable and enjoyable are nat- 
urally preferred to the insipid and 
tasteless. 

Beer is nourishment fn an agreeable 
form, and by virtue of its pecullar 
combination and proportion of carbo- 
hydrates, phosphates, alcohol, and car- 
bonic acid, {s most valuable. Dr. 
Wiley, ‘the United States expert on 
pure foods, writes: “ Beer ts a verita- 
ble food product.” The eminent scien- 
tist, Pasteur, earnestly advocated the 
regular use of beer in moderation. 
The famous Prof. Gaertner says in 
his ‘‘Manual of Hygiene” that one 
quart of beer is equal in food value to 


8-10 pounds of bread as to the quantity 
of carbo-hydrates, and to two ounces 
of bread or nearly one ounce of meat 
as to the quantity of albumen. This 
must not be misconstrued as meaning 
that beer could take the place of 


bread; but to demonstrate the value of 
beer as & beverage equally palatable 
and nourishing. 

Prof. M. A. Scovel of Loulsville, 


Ky., since 1885 Chief Chemist of the 
Pure Food Department of that State, 
has expressed the opinion that the 
solids contained in the average beer 
are to be classed as food, and that 
beer, where employed as a liquid food 
does not tend to produce the habit o 
intoxication, 

Dr. F. W. Pavy, Fellow of the Royal 
College of Physicians, London, ex- 
pressed himself as follows: 

“ Beer is a refreshing, exhilarating 
nutritive. A light beer, well flavored 
with the hop, is calculated to pro- 
mote digestion, and may be looked 
upon. as constituting one of the most 
wholesome | of the alcoholic class of 
bev 


Dr. Jg EB. Pilcher, Secretary of the 
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AMERICAN BEER, 


Association of Military Surgeons of 
the United States, and First Vice 
President of the Association of Medi- 
cal Editors of the United States, is of 
the opinion that there is a certain 
amount of nutriment contained in beer 
by reason of its organic constituents, 
and that its moderate use is not in- 
jurious to the health of adult persons. 
Dr. Henry Davy, President of the 
British Medical Association, speakin 
at a breakfast given by the Nationa 
Temperance League on Aug. 15, 1907, 
stated that tn his opinion a meal of 
cheese and bread and light beer is 
infinitely more scientific than food 
which the children are now getting of 
bread, tea, and jam. 

J. E. Siebel, Director of the Zymo- 
technic Institute, Chicago, says: 

‘Beer is predigested bread,” a fact 
which becomes all the more apparent 
when we consider the subject from a 
physiological standpoint. In order to 
be assimilable carbo-hydrates in food 
must be dissolved, and this arrange- 
ment of the digestive system gives 
great force to the argaiments of those 
who claim that cereals are not a 
proper food for man, since nature has 
not provided him with sufficient means 
to digest them. As a matter of fact, 
starchy food, whether the starch. be 
raw or geiatinized, requires a con- 
tinued digestion In the intestines, caus-" 
ing flatulency and other symptoma, 
among which may be counted the 
provera lassitude of people subsist- 
ng chiefly on potatoes and similar 
starch foods 

Immoderate drinking of beer is un- 
doubtedly injurious. he human body 
is unable to digest excessive quanti- 
ties of alcohol, and continuéd over- 
indulgence will ruin the strongest con- 
stitution. But the injurious results of 
the immoderate §consumption of beer 
are brought ‘about ‘by the excessive 
quantity of fliud taken into the 
stomach rather than by the alcohol 
which it contains. Immoderate drink- 
ing of tea, coffee, miheral watér, or 
even, pure spring water, will produce 
the same impairing effect as the abuse 
of malt beverages, 


BEER AS MEDICINE. 


Of much greater weight than any 
observations which the layman Its able 
to make on this subject is the testi- 
mony of the leading representatives of 
medical science. Thus Germany's 
highest authorities on physiology, 
pathology, hygiene, and medical thera- 
peutics, replying to an inquiry instl- 
tuted by the eminent hygienist, Karl 
Frankel, have unanimously declared 
the moderate alcoholic bever- 
ages by the healthy adult human be- 
ing as unobjectionable, total absti- 
nence, on the other hand, as uncalled 
for, and not founded on medical sci- 
ence. Only for children, for persons 
suffering from nervous weakness and 
for those inclined to alcoholic abuse, 
did they express themselves as in favor 
of total abstinence, 

Dr. Willis King of Kansas City 
says: ‘‘ For nearty forty years I have 
our best beers, ordering 
three or four glasses a day, in a great 
variety of ailments, and the results 
have been uniformly beneficial.” 

Dr. Joseph Zeisler of the Northwest- 
ern University of Chicago says: “I 
fully believe that the moderate use of 
good beer at meal times acts as a tunie, 
and is therefore useful to adult per- 
sons. The general opinion in favor of 
beer, as compared to other alcoholic 
beverages, lies in the small percentage 
of alcohol, and in the fact that it is re- 
sponsible ror few drunkards, if any.’’ 

Dr. Adolf Cluss of Vienna, Aus- 
tria, who recently made a tour of the 
United States as the representative of 
the Austrian Government,, said: 

“The greater the demand that mod- 
ern life makes upon mind and body, 
the more necessary it becomes to fur- 
nish the latter with substances that 
not only create energy, but which will 
also make energy available, remove 
the obstacles that our strenuous bodi- 
ly and mental activity Ras created be- 
tween will power and physical ca- 
pacity, elevate our self-consciousness 
and vigor, and inspire our disposition 
and spirit.” 

Some years ago the Board of Health 
of Massachusetts, which State discrimt- 
natesinfavor of beer in its license laws, 
said in their report: “ Light German 
beer and ale can be used even freely 
without any apparent injury to the in- 
dividual, or without Intoxication.” 

We might quote members of the med- 
fcal profession almost without end, for 
it is known that practically all our best 
pe enne incline to dietary treatment, 

f not as the only, at least as the chief 
promising remedy in most 
ailments. <A very large proportion of 
our best medical men extol the ad- 
vantages of beer !n this direction and 
prescribe it with the utmost freedom, 
and it is not in the least presumptu- 
ous to consider the prospects of beer 
as a curative remedy. 


PURITY OF BEER. 


In these days, when we hear s0 
much of impure and adulterated foods 
and drinks, and the National Govern- 
ment has found it necessary to estab- 
lish a Pure Food Commission in order 
to safeguard the lives and health of 
the people, and most of the States 
have appointed similar commissions, 
it is a relief to know that one com- 
modity which is almost universally 
used is generally conceded to be pure. 
Almost every other beverage, whether 
alcoholic or non-alcoholic, can be and 
frequently is tampered with by un- 
scrupulous retailers, but the very nh- 
ture of beer makes it impossible for 
it to be “doctored” after it leaves 
the brewery. If a bottle of beer. is 
opened it must be drunk in a few min- 
utes or it will become flat and no one 
could be prevailed upon to drink it, 
while an effort to tap and alter the 
character of a keg of beer would sim- 
ply result. in the loss of the entire 
contents. 

At the Twenty-fifth Convention of 
the United States Brewers’ Associa- 
tion, in 1885, the following challenge , 
was issued: 

“We have from time to time invited 
investigation, and as our invitation 
was rarely acted upon by our defamers 
we have ourselves caused our product 
to be examined for the benefit of the 
public. The brewers were always will- 
ing to help such examinations, but 
they cannot, of course, consent to 
making their business the football 
either of zealots or of persons whose 
only object is to secure pecuniary 
profit, of one kind or another, at our 
expense. We are more anxious to pre- 
vent adulterations than any outsider 
can possibly be. It is our business in- 
terest to see that persons offering un- 
healthy malt liquors are exposed and 
unished. In fact, we are anxious to 
1ave the sanitarw officers do their full 
duty in our case, because we know 
that this would be the shortest way of 
counteracting the unfounded talk about 
adulterations. If any law can be pro- 
posed to make the sanitary surveil- 
lance over food and drink offered for 
sale more stringent, without —— 
ing upon the recognized rights of citi- 
zens and taxpayers, the Brewers’ As- 
sociation will be found among the 
warmest advocates of such a meas- 
ure.””

STATE HEALTH BOARD’S INVES- 
TIGATION. 

On this general subject of brewing 
processes, it may properly be recalled 
that some years ago, acting under a 
mandatory law, the Néw York State 
Board of Health made a thorough in- 
vestigation of the purity of our beers, 


A great many samples of malt liquors, 
brewed within the State of New York, 
were examined by F. E. Engelhart, 
State Analyst, and in his report Dr. 
Engelhart stated:

HISTORY OF BEER. 


The anctent Germans and Scandina- 
vians certainly used all kinds of ce- 
reals, not barley only, in. brewing 
beer. Tacitus, in his description of 
Germany, (Germania, c. 23,) speaks 
of the winclike beverago of the 
Germans as being made either of 
barley or wheat. Saxo Grammaticus 
relates”"of a famine which was said to 
have been produced by the transforma- 
tion of all available grain into beer, 
and from all similar evidence it is fair 
to assume that so far as grain entered 
into the manufacture of ancient beer— 
other than that of honéy—the choice of 
any particular kind of grain depended 
upon the quantities produced. So that 
barley, or wheat, or oats was likely 


to be used whenever the production of 
either of these cereals was more abun- 
dant than that of the other. Both 
Germans and Scandinavians spiced 
their beer by mixing with it a decoo- 
tion of oak bark or of ash leaves, or of 
the leaves and branches of the Ger- 
man tamarisk. 

At the beginning the art of brewing 
was a female accomplishment, and 
formed part of the domestic duties of 
every housewife. In the Middle Ages 
common brewhouses were established 
in most German towns and villages 
for the use of all, but it is not likely 
that the brewing process differed ma- 
terially from the crude methods of 
earlier days. But when the monas- 
terles began to include brewing among 
the vocations of their inmates, more 
care seems to have been bestowed upon 
the manufacture of beer, and it is from 
monastic sources that reliable infor- 
mation may be derived as to the ma- 
terials used in brewing. That so much 
importance should have been attached 
to keeping records of this nature is 
not surprising since the Church's tithes 
were in many cases required to be 
paid with agricultural products, 
among which malted grain was given 
the preference, but “cloister beer” 
in those days was made quite as fre- 
quently of oats as of wheat, rye, or 
barley. The general use of hops in 
Germany dates back to the eleventh 
century, though in {isolated cases 
hopped beer was probably made 200 
years earlier. ‘Oats, spelt, wheat, rye, 
and lentils are among the materials 
formerly used for brewing in France, 
but oats, which was used extensively 
up to 1254, was then discarded, and the 
French brewers were required by 
statute to brew beer of mixed grain— 
rye and wheat or barley and vetch- 
fodder. In the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries the brewers of Picar- 
die used a mixture of equal parts of 
rye and barley. Spiced beers were 
much in vogue tn nearly all countries, 
sage, laurel leaves, gentian, red pep- 
per, resin, and lavender being among 
the articles used for this purpose. 

Beer drinkers nowadays demand 
lNght-colored beers of vinous flavor 
and strongly effervescent quality, and 
it is to cater to this taste that brewers 
employ other materials than barley 
malt, some of which are much dearer 
than barley, and would therefore not 
be used if the question of cheapness 
were considered at all. 


BEER AND NATYONAL SOBRIETY. 
The increase of the production of 
beer in this country since the period 
of the Civil War has been simply as- 
tounding. Beginning with a total out- 
put af about two million barrels, (31 
gallons to the barrel,) it scarcely fell 
short of FIF-TY-NINE MILLION BAR- 
RELS for the fiscal year ending with 
June last. Following are the official 
figures of production, taking only the 
period from 1890:

creased popular consumption of beer 
has been marked by a distinct gain in 
sobriety on the part of the American 
people. Fifty years ago we were al- 
most at the head of spirits-drinking 
peoples: to-day we are about at the 
foot. No more significant fact could 
be mentioned in connection with the 
history of beer. 


GREAT MEN AS ADVOCATES OF 
BEER. 


Our greatest men have recognized 
beer as a most commendable beverage, 
and the worst enemy of intemperance. 
Thomas Jefferson, who framed the 
Declaration of Independence, main- 
tained that beer was not only a bene- 
ficial drink, but the brewing of it pro- 
moted the welfare of the whole coun- 
try by opening to the farmer a wider 
market for his grain. And the “ En- 
eyclopedia Americana” tells of Madi- 
son, the fourth President of the United 
States: : 

‘*In 1789 Madison 
the hope that the industry of brew- 
ing would extend its influence into 
every State of the Union.’’ 

Our ancestors were no abstainers. It 
is a historical fact that the first crop 
of barley ever grown by the Pilgrims 
in America was used not only to bake 
bread, but to brew beer as well. Every 
one of the Pilgrim Fathers drank malt 
beer as a matter of course. From 
these God-fearing, self-respecting set- 
tlers tWere sprung that greatest of 
all nations, whose Constitution guar- 
antees to every man unrestricted free- 
dom under just and equal laws. There- 
fore, there is need now to advocate 
the individual freedom of the Ameri- 
can citizen, to insist upon his rights 
to liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 

Alexander Hamilton declared him- 
self in favor of furthering grape cult- 
ure and the manufacture of malt 
liquors: with the aim of substituting 
the products of the vineyard and the 
brewery for ardent spirits In an ad- 
dress before the Pennsylvania General 
Assembly in 1718 Gov, Gordon de- 
plored the decadence of brewing and 
recommended that this industry be 
encouraged. Dr. Benjamin Rush of 
the University of Pennsylvania taught 
that the true solution of the drink 
problem lay in encouraging the brew- 
ing industry. 

Pench Coxe, an able temperance ad- 
vocate of those days, styled beer “‘ the 
best of our commodities,” and declared 
that “the superior virtue, both moral 
and political, of a country which con- 
sumes malt liquors needs only to be 
mentioned.” 

A Sanitary Commission appointed by 
President Lincoln to examine the 
camps of the Union Army made a re- 
port testifying to the healthfulness 
of malt liquors, and added that in 
regiments where beer was freely used 
they found that it possessed hygienic 
qualities which recommended its use 
for the prevention of certain diseases. 

In a recent interview Gen. Frederick 
D. Grant, Commander of the Depart- 
ment of the East, declared that the 
health of the army has steadily grown 
worse since ihe abolition of the can- 
teen until it is worse than that, of 
any other army in the world. It a 
well-known fact that beer and light 
wines .only were sold at army can- 
teens, and When the Rev. Edmund 


Banks Smith, Chaplain of Governor's 
Island, addressed the Assembly Ex- 
cise Board at Albany a few months 
ago, he spoke to the same effect. 

INDORSED BY CLERGYMEN. 

It would require considerable space 
in this newspaper merely to give the 
names of clergymen, both Catholic and 


Protestant, who recommend beer as a 


healthful and harmless beverage. 
Henry Ward Beecher said that he reg- 
ularly had a bottle of beer with his 
after-lecture medal, and he was loud in 
his praise of a certain_brand of beer. 
The attitude of Pope Pius X. and of 
his immediate predecessor, Leo XIII., 
on this subject ig so well known @® not 
to require elaboration. His Eminence 
Cardignl Gibbons holds the same views,

AN AID TO TEMPERANCE, 


It is sometimes urged by those who 
are not well posted that beer drink- 
ing leads to whiskey drinking, not- 
withstanding th fact that it has 
been demonstrated over and over 
again in many lands and under vary- 
ing conditions, that wherever the man- 
ufacture and sale of malt and fer- 
mented beverages is encouraged the 
consumption of ardent spirits de- 
creases. The Germans have been @ 
beer-drinking nation for nearly two 
thousand years and have not yet taken 
to whiskey drinking, and no natjon has 
furnished better soldiers, more daring 
adventurers, riper scholars, profounder 
thinkers, or more skillful artisans. 

It has been repeatedly demonstrated 
that when one form of stimulant is 
denied the people they will invariably 
obtain another, and almost invariably 
a stronger, more secret, and more in- 
jurious substitute. The fundamental 
error of the Prohibitionists is in their 
classification of all stimulants upon 
the same level, and so long as they 
maintain this attitude a solution of the 
drink problem will never be found. 
It certainly seems reasonable that 
since all enlightened persons admit 
that intemperance is a great evil, and 
since human beings will continue to 
demand and get alcoholic beverages 
until such time as human nature be- 
comes sublimated, it is far better to 
supply them with a mild keverage than 
to attempt to change them ufterly in 
the twinkling of an eye, by enacting 
legislation which prohibits the sale of 
anything containing even a small per- 
centage of alcohol, regardless of the 
fact that it has been repeatedly dem- 
onstrated that prohibition in this 
drastic form never has prohibited and 
probably never will. 

The President of the French Repub- 
lic takes great delight in his vineyard, 
and the French are now legislating 
against strong alcoholic spirits; yet this 
same enlightened nation encourages 
the manufacture and sale of wine, ale, 
and beer as the best means of driving 
strong drink from their land. 

A recent Lord Mayor of London was 
a wealthy brewer, and the English dis- 
criminate between the brewer who 
produces ale and beer and the manu- 
facturer of strong alcoholic spirits. Mr. 
Arthur Sherwell, M. P., of London, 
after years of study and investigation, 
issued a book called ‘‘ The Temper- 
ance Problem and Social Reform,” and 
in this book he advises encouraging 
the sale of milder beverages as the 
only means of effectually solving the 
temperance problem. Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman, late Premier of 
Great Britain; Lord Peel, and many of 
England's greatest men, have strongly 
advoeated a complete revolution in the 
handling of the liquor traffic so as to 
bring about eames which will en- 
courage the manufacture of the milder 
beverages and curtail the use of strong 
spirits, 

Shane years ago Holland, “ the land 
of gin,” was cursed with saloons and 
drunkenness, but all this has been 

changed by the establishment of coffee 
houses, where mild beverages have the 
right of way. The coffee house is reg- 
ulated by law, and woe to the proprietor 
who permits drunkenness, gambling, 
&ec., in his place. He would not only 
forfeit his license, but’ find himself 
quickly placed behind prison bars. The 
most stringent regulations are thrown 
about the dispensing of . alcoholic 
drinks, inebriates are promptly sent to 
asylums, and the Holland system is 
unquestionably the most satisfactory 

which statesmen and reformers have 

so far devised. 

In France, Italy, and Spain, where 
the bulk of the people drink nothing 
but their native wines, the people are 
models of industry and sobriety, and 
the Kaiser said recently: ‘‘ The na- 
tional food drink of the Fatherland 
can alone save the alcohol districts 
of Germany from frightful disaster 
and degeneration.’’ 

The Gothenburg system, variants of 
which are in force in Switzerland and 
the Scandinavian countries, is primary- 
{ly designed to encourage the use Of 
malt beverages as against that of the 
stronger liquors. 

«“ NEAR-BEER.” 

the passage of drastic 
prohibitory several States, a 
number of so-called substitutes for 
beer have been placed on the market— 
in fact, it seems that there are now 
almost as many brands of “near- 
beer’ as of standard beer offered for 
sale. This was a condition of affairs 
which the Prohibitionists did not fore- 
but whic inevitable. The 
wanted but it could not 
legally, hence an 
effort was made to give them a malt 
beverage which looked like beer, 
frothed like beer, and tasted like beer, 
and which would come within the 
limits prescribed by statute. 
, In Goorgis, for instance, the law 
prohibits the sale of liquors containing 
a sufficient amount of alcohol to pro- 
duce intoxication, even if drunk to 

ccess : 
This was somewhat indefinite and 
was especially puzzling to the brewers, 
who have always maintained that beer 
of standard grade, containing 3% per 
cent. of alcohol, is incapable of pro- 
ducing intoxication, unless drunk in 
connection with whiskey or wines con- 
taining a much higher percentage of 
alcohol; and they were some time in 
adapting themselves to the new con- 

itions. 
“nae of the breweries attempted to 
supply this demand early in January 
by placing on the market a beverage 
brewed from malt and hops which was 
identical in every respect with stand- 
ard beer except that it contained less 
than % of 1 per cent of alcohol, thus 
keeping within the strict letter of the 
Federal law. It was hoped in this 
way to furnish a drink which would 
be acceptable to the people, but it 
did not fill the bill. Finally, after a 
decision of the Georgia Court of Ap- 
peals had supplied some ,encourage- 
ment, and after consultation with vari- 
ous competent beer chemists and insti- 
tutes of fermentology, it was decided 
that a malt beverage containing 2 to 
2% per cent. of alcohol was safely 
within the limits of the law, as that 
percentage of alcohol was not deemed 
sufficient to intoxicate even a child. 
The way in which the public welcomed 
this drink would have been laughable 
had it not been so pitiful; but it is 
important to point out in this connec- 
tion that the difference between beer 
containing 2% per cent. of alcohol and 
beer containing 3% per cent. Is the dif- 
ference between good beer and poor

coming westward this voyage. The notice 
reads: 


Passengers are requested to call the 
tention of the Captain or Chief Steward to 
any want of attention on the part of the 
stewards or stewardesses, or to any demand 
made by them for fees so ag the matter 
can be dealt with. 


One of the sentor stewards of the Car- 
mania said yesterday that the steward,

Roach, had been badly advised in bringing | 


an action against the company, because, 
if ha had taken a holiday, all would have 
been forgotten. As it was, they said, 
Roach had not been thrown out of work, 
because he had already taken a better 
position with the Canadian Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company.

ships laid up. 

The stewards all spoke 
high terms of the treatment they re- 
ceived from the Cunard Line, but at the 
same time made it plain that if the pas- 
sengers were forbidden to tip them it 
would mean that the stewards would 
leave any lirer that issued such an order. 

Representatives of all the lines gailing 
out of New York yesterday took an inter- 
est in thea case, and came to the con- 
clusion that they could not countenance 
the practice of stewards soliciting fees 
from the passengers before landing.

Commission Business Scarce, 
Market conditions are such that the 
conservative brokerage house is wonder- 
ing how long it will be before its com- 
mission @ustomers are at a standstill so 
far as trading is concerned. ‘There are 
two conditions that are likely to bring 
about such a state of affairs. Those who 
aré bullish and who are long of stocks 
are perfectly confident in their position, 
and this confidencd is intensified by the 
action of the market, so they ere -quite 
content to stay long of stocks, but do 
not care to make any more commitments.

CALL GOVERNMENT 
PETITION DISHONEST 


Standard Oil Attorneys Assert 
That Misleading Reference 
to Record Was Made. 


MISQUOTED 


THE RATE 


Testimony Conflicts with the Allega- 
tlons Made by the Attorney General, 
According to Company’s Counsel. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 28.—The Government’s 
petition for a rehearing in the Standard 
Oil case contains the following statement, 
which the attorneys for the company de- 
clare to be extraordinary in view of 
the testimony of the Government wit- 


nesses: 

It ig also Kere proper to note that the 
lawful tariff naming this 640, rate which 
the defendant claimed was available over 
the Chicago & Eastern Illinois Railroad, 
was in fact canceled by the railroad com~ 
pany on the 8th of July, 1903, prior to the 
date of any of the shipments in this case, 
end notice of such tion given to the 
Standard Ol} Company, end the tariff re- 
naming the rate was not filed with the In- 
ter-State. Commerce Commission until after 
the shipments in this case.—(Rec, 783-4.) 


The sense of this statement fs that the 
Chicago & Eastern LUlinois 6c. rate, 
which was issued and filed In 1895, was 
canceled July 8, 1908, and that no other 
6%c. rate was filed until 1906, after the 
shipments upon which the indictment is 
based. had been made, and that therefore, 
the Chicago & Hastern Llfnois 6\c. rate 
coulé not avafl the Standard Of] Company 
as a defense on the’ question of imtent In 
the trial. before Judge Landis. 

The statement in the Government’s pe- 
tition, the Standard’s attorneys assert, is 
misleading and dishonest. The reference 
to the Record, Page 783-4, is a reference 
to the 1895 6c. tariff and to the can- 
cellation of such tariff issued July 7, 1903. 

These two exhibits, however, must be 
studied in. connection with the testimony 
of George M. Crossland, who is a File 
Clerk in ‘the office of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission, and was called as 
a witness first by the Government and 
thereafter by the defendant. Page 413 
of the Record contains the following: 


George M.. Crossland, recalled on behalf of 
the defendant; examined in chief by Mr. 
Rosenthal, 

I have been a file clerk in the office of 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission a 
Wi ington for about eighteen years. * * *°* 
The’ cancellation stamp (the witness refers 
to the cancellation stamp on Cc. & B. I. 
6\%c. tariff filed in 1895) was put there by 
myself soon after the recelpt of the letter 
which you show me, April 16, 1906. A 
stamp that I cal] a cancellation stamp was 
placed on there by me shortly after I re- 
ceived this letter. * * * The cancellation 
stamp dated July 8, 1908, was put there in 
1906, because the paper canceling the tariff 
was not received until 1906. At that time 
I received a paper which I construed as 
canceling this tariff, and for that reason 
put on © cancellation mark.

The American college is usually well 
supplied with buildings, tree-shaded 
campus, and endowments. To be sure, 


none of these is ever enough to satisfy 
what is wanted by those in authority, and 
the restless ambition of Trustees and 
Faculty and alumni is ever seeking for 
more—more buildings, more equipment, 
more students. Still,

The primary intent 
would seem to be to enable young men 
and women to acquire knowledge and such 
training of the mind as is implied in get- 
ting learning. It is made possible to know 
something of Greek and Latin, of French | 
and German and Spanisk, of trigonometry 
and calculus, of history and chemistry and | 
botany, of psychology and ethics. One 
might picture a throng of youth, gathered

to seats of learning because of their thirst | 
to know, and industriously using the} 
golden hours and the abounding vitality | 
of young life in storing the mind with that 

knowledge which we are taught is power. 

There is a strife for excellence in such at- 
tainment, an eager emulation in getting 

the most and the best. The honors of brill- | 
jant scholarship are prizes eagerly sought 

and well deserved by many, while annual- 

ly large numbers of thoughtful and highly 

intelligent graduates pass from. college | 
halls into active life, minds well stored | 
with useful knowledge and alert with the | 
training of an expert education. What | 
more splendid ideal of useful social service 
than this? How can society be lifted 
more efficiently than by such steady in- 
crement to its best qualities? 

If, then, one would pass from these os- 
tensible ideals of the college to its practl- 
ca] workings it would be necessary to live 
among the student body, to learn what 
they do with their daily life, what they 
talk about, what they are while in col- 
lege and when they take their degrees. 
Here at once one is confronted with a 
new fact—the fact that there are not only 
students but a student body—in short, the 
fact of society as the most obvious thing 
in.college life. What the individual stu- 
dent might do if alone we cannot Say.

The individual can be studied only as 
under the reactions of student society, 
and as reacting on it. Nor is this justly 
matter for surprise, for the hermit lfe 
after all is unnatural. People exist of 
necessity together. Society is the normal 
condition of human lize. The individual 
must learn sooner or later to live his own 
life in due correlation with the life of 
those around him. Mastery lies in pro- 
portion—the proportionment adaptation of 
individuality to social environment. It 1s 
this problem which jis pressingly forced 
on the immature personality of the col- 
lege student, How is it solved? 
Naturaily, it js the most interesting 
which appeals with greatest force, espe- 
cially to the young. There is interest in 
using the mind—there is interest in get- 
ting knowledge—there is interest in the 
occupations which social contact involves. 
Ir is no matter for wonder that these

The college student has a compelling 
predisposition to organization, also. He 
eagerly enjoys forming and conducting 
all manner of organized activity. 
his fraternities, his eating clubs, his liter- 
ary and debating societies—these last no 
longer so successful as in the past, one 
may well fear—his various musical and 
athletic associations. All have their con- 
stitutions, 
and their amusements. All consume time 
and all fill the student mind so that it !s 
hard to get in other ideas. When one Js 
busy with the multiplied interests of these 
organizations there is little wonder that 


the study of abstruse questions of mathe- 


matics and of the details of language, for 
instance, gets to seem dry in the extreme. 
The social has displaced the individual, 
until one can readily understand the fa- 
miliar point of view of the student who 
remarked that collegé life would be de- 
lightful were it not for the professors 
and the lessons. 

One or two illustrations of this whimsic-

It reveals, at least, that 
Mr. Hollway-Calthrop can make sound 
deductions when he has once grasped 
the essential facts, as he has in this 
case. Of this universal aspect of 
Petrarch he writes in closing his 
chapter: 


Yet when all is said and done, it is 
not by the letter but by the spirit of 
his Latin writings that Petrarch holds 
his rank among the great masters 
whose work endures through the ages. 
He was not the only man of his day 
who had the right instinct for culture 
or the power to discern the beauties of 
classica) literature. But he was the 
one whom nature had gifted with the 
magnetic power to kindle men’s zeal 
and make their enthusiasm fruitful. 
His personality impressed itself on 
the whole movement; his very foibles 
are the characteristic foibles of his 
successors. Like him, they were self- 
consclous men whose eagerness about 
their personal reputation was not free 
from the taint of vanity. Many of 
them carried to excess the faults 
which in their master had been the 
trivial blemishes of a most lovable 
character. But if the world Inherited 
from Petrarch a little restlessness, a 
little vanity, a little self-conscious- 
ness, he bequeathed to it also a faculty 
of right judginent, a traditfon of un- 
wearied diligence, a noble ardor of re- 
search.

This is, 

according to the proverb, 

true among other persons 

as well The remarkable 

thing about the serial writers ig not 

that the extremes of them—the vary 

good and the very bad—meet in suc 

cesa, but that the great mediocrity per- 

{shes altogether. Or, at any rate, such 
seems to be the case in England. 

The really best-clagg novelist can 
nearly always make serial use of what 
he writes, and the really worst-class 
novelist hag very often a similar good 
fortune. Not impossibly, the upper 
man sells his work on the strength of 
his name, and the lower man sells his 
on the strength of its thrilla. Anyhow, 
they both sell But, to the ordinary 
novelist of medium attainments, there 
is, ag a rule, mo serial market open. 
Both thrille and name are lacking, and 
he must be content with raising only 
@ singie, instead of a double, crop of 
shillings on his Uterary garden. 

But of late, however, the discomcert- 
ing rumor has been im the air that se- 
rials, to which fashion has long given 
ag faithful an allegiance as she has be- 
stowed on the top het, are at last going 
out in England. For some time back 
it has been said that The Fortnightly 
Review intended to banish from its 
pages any stories but the “ self-con- 
tained,” (to use the phrase of the Lon- 
don estate agent.) If The Fortnightly 
Review's harsh edict is generally copied 


by other periodicals, many a semi- 
literary person will be hard hit. 

One of them will be the lady, of no 
intellectual pretensions whatever, who 
has informed me that, by the writing 
of serial stories for “family” maga- 
zines she fs able to average to herself 
& weekly income of some £20. She 
writes each week one—sometimes even 
two—serials, the length of which is 
about a third of that of the ordinary 
novel, and, having gained by experience 
the knack of such writing and learned 
how to distribute curates, beautiful 
Duchesses, and much-tried governesses 
in such a way ag to be most attractive 
to the “family” reader, her work 
comes to her with as little soul-search- 
ing as might the turning of an egg 
beater or the propelling of a sewing 
machine. Probably, however, even 
though The Fortnightly Review does 
foreawear serials, such a market as 
hers will remain intact a long time to 
come, 


To persons of Iiterary feeling the 
reading of serialized novels will always 
be an irritating and painful thing, and 
it is with grief that one hears that 
Mr. Eveleigh Nash is making a feature 
of serials tn his promising new maga- 
zine. The first number of this maga- 
zine will soon appear and will contain 
the opening chapters of two serials, one 
by Anthony Hope, the other by Rider 
Gaggard. Besides this the plans of the 
new magazine include a brilliant list 
of short stories. One of these shorter 
contributions will be by Kipling—some- 
thing to look forward to, for Kipling, 
if not dumb, has been at any rate more 
than taciturn of late. 

The new magazine of Mr. Nash's has 
unfortunately been inaugurated under 
something of a cloud. In the first 
formal announcement it has been no- 
ticed that it goes nameless and is 
called merely “a new magazine of fic- 
tion.” I understand it had been planned 
to call it “The Red Magazine,” but 
that, to the disappointment and chagrin 
of those interested in the project, some 
one else ran off with the title from 
under their noses. It is said there will 
be a lawsuit. This disagreement will 
not, it is to be hoped, be in any way 
prejudicial to the success of the Nash 
periodical, for ff there is in England 
one need which cries out loud above all 
other needs it is that of good fiction 
magazines, - 

Everybody is considerably excited 
and many of us are greatly distressed 
at Mr. Stanley Weyman’s announce- 
ment, made through The English Book- 
man, that his novel writing days are 
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over and that he never intends to tell 
any more tales. In view of the fact 
that in England alone more than 20,000 
copies of his last story, “The Wild 
Geese,” were printed for a first edition, 
Mr. Weyman’s decision is a startling 
one. Particularly is it startling when 
we recollect that Mr. Weyman is cut- 
ting short his writing career at the age 
of only a little past 50. 

Such premature decisions to take the 
vell and retire from the literary world 
are, however, fairly common among 
novelista, though they do not all of 
them conduct the sad ceremony publiiely 
im the presence of an interviewer as did 
_Mr. Weyman. Some of the greatest 
of living English tale-tellers tell tales 
no longer. Mr. Meredith and Mr, 
Hardy are now no longer young men, 
but both of them stopped—or appeared 
to step—novel writing at an age when 
most men are still active in the em- 
ployment of the favorite gift or talent. 
Mr. Kipling has delivered no publie 
valedictory and may burst into fiction 
again at any moment I have heard 
more than one rumor, however, to the 
effect that he does not propose to write 
any more novels. 

Tt camnot be supposed that such ear 
nest artiste as these men set aside thelr 
art from laainess or caprice. It must 
be a case of being “ written out,” &nd, 
perhaps, ne crueler phrase than that 
was ever coined. GALBRAITH. 


JAPANESE _ANTHROPOLOGY. 
PRENISTORIG JAPAN. By Neti Gonton 
The 2 P. Maruya 1908. 
HIS work forms 6 sehuti addition

extant on Japanese archaglogy. 
The volume is a good deal more compre 
hensive than its name would imply; for 
ft attempts to deal not only with the men 
of the stone age, but also with the im- 
Perial race of Yamato that is supposed te 
have driven out or partially absorbed the 
aboriginal inhabitants of these Islands. 
The seven chapters that comprise Part L 
are occupied exclusively with the Stone 
Age, and very interesting descriptions and 
Oluetrations are given of the implements, 
utensils, art, and dress of the period 
The six chapters of Part IT. are devoted 
to the Yamato race, richly filustrated by 
photographs and drawings based on the 
author's origina] excavations and collec- 
tiong during the long course of his inter- 
esting and thorough archaeological re- 
search in Japan. 

The anthropological value of the work 
is considerably enhanceé by the light 
which f[t throws on certain questions that 
have been interesting ethnologists for a 
long time. In dealing with the first of 
these Dr. Munro identifies the men of the 
Stone Age with the ancestors of the mod- 
ern Ainu, as against Japanese anthropolo- 
gists, notably Prof. Tsuboi, who con- 
tends that they must have been Esquimos, 
Not only so, but he inclines to the opinion 
that there must have been intervening 
races that assisted the Ainu fm resisting 
the Yamato invasion. The latter Dr. 
Munro holds to have been a gradual proc- 
ess of conquest by a race known as the 
Yamato from the Chinese mainiand 
through Korea, over the Negrito, Malay- 
an, and other tribes that may have had a 
footing on the Islands, and more by amal- 
gamation and generation than by force 
of arms. The Ainu being less assimila- 
Uve with the invading race, weré In time 
driven northward to the places where 
their remnants are yet found. This, he 
thinks, accounts for the Malayan, Igorrot, 
and other varying types to be seen in the 
physiognomy of the lower classes among 
the Japanese. 

But the origin of the Yamato race tt- 
self seems still sealed in mystery. The 
Caucasian or Uranian types which still 
mark the facial features of the aristocrat- 
fc Japanese, he holds to have been in- 
herited from the Yamato leaders; yet how 
did these Yamato warriors reach Japan? 
If they came from China, how comes it 
they are expert dolmen builders? Dolmens 
are not found in China, and those In Korea 
ean hardly be called such. If the Yamato 
were the builders of the dolmens now 
found in Japan, (and most archaeologists 
agree that they were,) then they must 
have come from the tribes near the Cas- 
pian, where alone such constructions are 
found. At any rate, the conclusion is that 
the Japanese are a mixed race embracing 
some of the most intelligent and vigorous 
types of the Asiatic mainland and the 
islands of adjoining seas. 


Libraries in Belgium. 

The absence of public Mbrartes has long 
bean a reproach with regard to the edu- 
cational system of Belgium. It is doubt- 
ed whether the Belgians are by inclina- 
tion the smallest readers in Western Eu- 
rope, or have the fewest facilities for ob- 
taining books. A movement in favor of 
establishing a free library in connection 
with each second grade and higher school 


has just started by some Belgian 
educatio: authorities, who wish to raise 
the intellectual tone of Belgian life.

As a constant and admiring reader of 
your SATURDAY REVIEW OF Books I beg 
to take exception to some sentiments ex- 
pressed by “A Clergyman” in a letter 
to your paper last Saturday. 

He objects to a novel in which the vil- 
lain is a minister, a member, as he pro- 
claims, of “a noble set of men,” and he 
suggests that the author make use of a 
“newspaper man” or a ‘“ theatrical 
man” for his villain, members of profes- 
gions “ notoriously loose and of wanton 
tendencies.” 

What charity from a clergyman! And 
how limited or how unfortunate must be 
his knowledge of newspaper men. Some 
of the noblest men it hag been my priv- 
ilege to meet have been newspaper men, 
and some of the meanest, most hypocrit- 
ical acquaintances I have made have been 
clergymen. That the ministry is a noble 
profession attracting to itself some of our 
greatest heroes is a matter of history, but 
it is also history that not all who enter 
therein are worthy. Exactly the same 
may be said of the newspaper profession, 
and I fail to see how an author is any 
nearer the truth with a a 
man” villain than he ig with a minister 
villain.
